Washingon, July 28.—Secretary 
Hoover’s coal distribution committee 
is now complete with the appointment 
Friday of Henry C. Spencer to act 
temporarily as federal coal adminis- 
trator, pending developments in the 
strike situation. 

Spencer, formerly vice president of 
the Sonthern railway, general pur- 
chasing agent of the wartime railroad 
administration, and in charge of na- 
tional coal distribution after dissolu- 
tion of the old fuel administration, 
becomes administrative member of the 


coa! distribution committee recently 


named by President Harding. 
Advisory Committee. 

Driving ahead toward the work of 
both obtaining and moving coal, 
Hoover announced that the following 
have thus far been designated as 
members of the coal operators’ advis- 
ory committee, under the chairman- 
ship of C. E. Bockus, of Virginia: 

E. L. Douglas, Kentucky; George 
S. Francis, Pennsylvania; E. C. Ma- 
han, Tennessee; W. J. Magee, and 
E. E. West, both of West Virginia; 
c. E. Tuttle to advise on lake and 
northwest movements, and Lebaron 8. 
Willard on bunker and _ tidewater 
movements. 

To Stop Profiteering. 

The governors of 23 states, in re- 
sponse to Hoover’s request, have wired 
their intention to erect the necessary 
machinery to control profiteering ‘and 
distribution of coal within their 
states. Kansas already bas an estab- 
lishment under its industrial court 
and Hoover does not regard it as nec- 
essary to establish coal control in 
the inter-mountain and Pacific states 
as they have supplies of coal and fue] 
oil, 


Meantime, acting on embargo or- | 


ders of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, three coal-*arrying railroads 
—the Louisville and Nashville, Chesa- 
peake anc Ohio, and the Norfolk and 
Western—have ordered acceptance of 
no freight except foodstuffs, live 
stock and fuel. The first named road 
serves the Kentucky coal fields, the 
chief source of supply now for Chi- 
cago and the middle west. An in- 
creased movement of non-union fuel 
is now expected as a result of the em- 
-bargoes. The roads have notified the 
interstate commerce commission that 
the embargo orders will be modified 
as rapidiy as the situation permits.

Flotilla of Twelve Left 


Los Angeles, But Only 
Eight Are Réported in 
Convoy. 


SMOKING SUBMARINE 
IGNORES SHIP’S SIGNAL 


Message From Tender, 
Ordering Taking of Tow 
Line From Underwater, 
Is Intercepted. 


Los Angeles, July 28.—Four sub- 
marines which left Los Angeles Tues- 
day for Hampton Roads, as part of 
a flotilla of 12, scheduled for de- 
commissioning today were reported 
missing yesterday off the lower Calli- 
fornia coast, south of Ensenada. 

The craft said to be missing were 
the L-5, L-6, L-7, and L-8, all of 
which were built at Long Beach, 
Cal., during the war. 

‘The -story of the apparent disap- 
pearance of the four submarines was 
brought to Los Angeles by the liner, 
City of Honolulu, Captain Thomas 
W. Sheridan, from New York. Cap- 
tain Sheridan said that yesterday, be- 
low Ensenada, the City of Honolulu 
sighted a cloud of smoke some dis- 
tance away and changed its course to 
learn the cause. 

Signals Unanswered.

The other eight craft in the flo 
tilla were the H-2, H-3, H-4, and H-5, 
H-6, H-7, H-8, and H-9.

DID NO SHOOTING, 


DEGLARES ALLEN 


Defendant in A., B. & A. 
Riot Case Says He Did 
Not Even Have Gun on 
That Day. . 


Taking the stand in his own de- 
fense, G. P. Allen, yard employee 
of the A., B. & A., on trial in su- 
perior court for the murder of Dan 
Walton, declared Friday that he did 
noc fire any shots, and, in fact, was 
not armed during the affray, which 
occurred at the A., B. & A. yards 
May 6. 

The case will probably goto the 
jury late Saturday afternoon, fol- 
lowing the conclusion of rebuttal tes- 
timony, which, it is believed, will take 
an hour, and argument of both sides, 
which will consume five hours, two 
and one-haif hours to each side.

Succeeds, But Doomed

London, July 28.—Fear that the 

nations or Europe are drifting toward 
another war has prompted Premier 
Idoyd George to sound a warning 
against the upbuilding of new armies 
and machines or war. 

He is urging that public opinion 
mobilize itself at once to check this 
spirit of hostility, before “a match is 
dropped” on the explosive material 
now scattered over the face of Europe. 

Speaking at a luncheon of the Non- 
conformist church here, the British 
premier galled on all churches to com- 
bine to make another war impossible. 

Growing Suspicions. 

“There is growing sug@icion that a 
conflict is coming again,” Lloyd 
George said. “There is ‘anxiety over 
armaments and there is a building 
up of new armies. You have fears, 
suspicions, dislikes and ambitions be- 
ing fostered. Keep your eyes on what 
is happening.” 

Some nations, the premier asserted, 
are constructing more terrible ma- 


chines of war than were ever made: 


during the last struggle, machines not 
designed to disperse armies, but to 
“attack defenseless cities and maim, 
kill, poison, mutilate and burn help- 
less women and children.” 

“If the next war ever comes, it 
will be a war on civilization itself,” 
the premier warned. 

Hopes Lie in League.. 

While pointing out that Great 
Britain has reduced its army, navy 
and air forces, thus setting an ex- 
ample for the whole’ world, he insist- 
ed that it would be difficult to con- 


t tinue this policy as long ays other na- 
tiohd are building up their military | 


strength. 

“It is Wfficult for a nation to re- 
main defenseless while other nations 
nre building up armaments of de- 
struction,” the premier said. The 
horrors of war he had seen, Lloyd 
George sajd, had made him vow “to 
consagrate my remaining energies to 
make it impossible for humanity 


again to pass through the fire, tor- 
ment, cfuelty, horror and squalor of 
war.” 

He attached high hopes to the 
league of nations as an essential part 
of -civilization, which he declared 
would be safe if the league succeed- 
ed, but doomed if the league failed.

SUICIDE VERDICT 
IN MYSTERY CASE 


W. H. Stembridge Tells 
Coroner’s Jury That He 
Roes Not Know Why 
Wife Ended Life. 


A verdict of suicide was returned 
Friday afternoon by the coroner’s jury 
in the case of Mrs. Grace Wilson 
Stembridge, aged 22 years, who died 
in an ambulance while being taken 
to a local hospital late Thursday aft- 
ernoon, following discovery of the 
woman in an unconscious condition 
by her husband, in the bathroom of 
their apartment, at 204 Cooper street. 

Testimony of W. H. Stembrigge, the 
husband, who declared he knew of 
no reason for his wife’s act, and that 
of Mrs. H. J. Nolan, who resided in 
the adjoining apartment, who stuted 
that Mrs. Stembridge appeared in the 
best of health and in jovial spirits 
Thursday morning, were the only fea- 
tures of the inquest. 

“I haven't the slightest idea what 
caused my wife to take her own life,” 
Stembridge told Coroner Paul Done- 
hoo. “‘We had no quarrels or any- 
thing that could have possibly in- 
spired the act. If she was unhappy 
I did not know of it or what caused 
yy 

Mrs. Nolan asserted she talked with 
Mrs. Stembridge early Thursday morn- 
ing and that the latter appenred in 
excellent health and humor.

which has been going on in the sen- 
ate for several days appears to have 
resulted only in a stronger determina- 
tion of the high protectionist group 
to retain the duties proposed. The 


- Jatter has been manifested by every 


record vote taken on thé subject. 


During consideration of the sche- 
dules relating to wogl, numerous at- 
tempts have been made by both ma- 
jority and minority members to have 
the senate lower in some form the 
scales recommended by the finance 
committee. But on each attempt the 
record shows that the effort is fu- 
tile. Members of the wool ring show 
no sign of relinquishing their position 
and are determined not to give in even 
though daily exposures are made of 
the increased costs in goods*of woolen 
content arising under the duties. 

A singular commentary on the whole 
wool fight, as seem by observers, finds 
expression in the activity of members 
of the senate who are personally in- 
terested in wool, either as growers or 
manufacturers. Attention has been 
direeted to this fact by the opposition 
in, the senate of late and there is evi- 
denee today of the affair being de- 
veloped into a national scandal. 

Self Interest Impels. 

Senators, who, accerding to thelr 
self-written biographies in the Con- 
gresional Record, admit their wide in- 
terest in wool, have been in marked 
attendance during the entire debate, 
Before the wool schedules came up 
their presence was not so conspicw- 
ous. 

Sentor Stanfield, republican, of Ore- 
gon, after an absence from the capi- 
tol for several weeks, returned just as 
the schedules were reached. Like all 
the other members of the senate per- 
sonally interested in the rates he has 
voted against amendments designed 
to lower duties proposed. 

In the congressional record Senator 
Stanfield discloses this with his own 
pen: 

“Engaged in the livestock industry, 
being America’s largest producer of 


wool and mutton; also engaged in 


banking, particularly in the financing 


|of livestock producers.” 
Other Wool Kings. 


Other members of the senate who 
admit their fortunes were largely 
made from wool are Senators Good- 
ing, Idaho, self-styled chairman of 
the tariff bloc; Warren and Kendrick, 
of Wyoming; Cameron, Arizona, and 
Bursum and Jones, of New Mexico, all 
of whom have made an active defense 
of the committee rates on wool. 

From a_ knowledge of this, the 
question is being asked in capital cir- 
eles, should not these senators refuse 
to vote on the schedules? It is being

COMPROMISE OFFERED 
ON SENIORITY ISSUE 


President Withholds Full 

Details of Plan, But 
Feels Prospects Bright 
for Peace. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, July 28.—Proposals 
for settling the railroad strike, drawn 
up by President Harding and repre- 
senting the conclusron reached by him 
after the extended conference of the 
past 48 hours, with labor leaders and 
railway executives, wil! be presented 
to separate meetings of representatives 
of the two groups Tuesday—the rail- 
road managers meeting in New York 
and the employees envoys in Chicago. 

Details of the plan, or plans, were 
withheld tonight, but President Hard- 
ing was said to feel that prospects 
were bright for an early settlement of 
the controversy. 

A major section in the president's 
settlement plan was understood to in- 
volve the seniority issue which was 
said further to be the only section in 
the plan to have been identified as 
among the controversial issues be- 
tween the railroads and their work- 
men. 

Other Concessions. 

Another section would concede the 
right of the strikers to a rehearing 
before the railroad labor board on the 
wage issue and another would bind 
the railroads to set up regional ad- 
justment boards while a fourth would 
require abandonment by railroads of 
contracts with outside shops for re- 
pair work. 

President Harding was understood 
to have suggested a compromise on 
the question: of seniority rights by 
which all men hired since the strike 
would retain their positions, the strik- 
ers regaining their former privileges 
80 as to rank just behind the men who 
did not walk out July 1. 

The strikers, under the plan would 
returm to work at the scales set by 
the board in its decision of July 1, 
which precipitated the strike, but 
without prejudice to eiti.cr side when 
the matter was brought up for re- 
hearing. 

Beth Sides to Meet. 

B. M. Jewell, president of the rail- 
way employees department of the 
American Federation of Labor and in- 
ternational officers of the railroad 
unions on strike left Washington to- 
night for Chicago. announcing that the 
general strike committee of each or- 
ganization would convene in that city 
Tuesday to consider the president's 
suggestions. T. Dewitt Cuyler, chair- 
man of the Association of Railway 
Executives and principal spokesman 
of the managements, announced that 
the executives would meet in New 
York on that day for the same pur 
pose. 

It is expected that preliminary con- 
ferences will be held by each group in 
an endeavor to formulate programs 
for consideration by the general ses- 
sions.

To Expose Duties. 


Meanwhile, democratic senators 
joined by insurgent republicans, have 
no intention of letting the wool sched- 
ules go unexposed, although they 
have come to realize the futileness of 
their efforts. Led by Senator Walsh, 
Massachusetts, the minority contin- 
ued to bring out the 
clauses of the bill and are showing 
where the costs of certain woolen 
products will be increased even over 
the point imposed in thé fatal Payne- 
Aldrich measure. 

Citing interesting figures on the 
subject, Senator Walsh today said: 

“To what extent these high  com- 
pensatory and protective duties will 
burden the consumers can be _ illus- 
trated by the rate fixed upon cloth 
valued at 80 cents per pound. Add- 
ing the 49 cents per pound compen- 
satory duty and the 55 per cent ad 
valorem protective duty, it is easily 
seen that the price of 80 cent wool 
cloth will be increased to the con- 
sumer by 106 per cent. In other 
words, foreign cloth worth 80 cents 
per pound will, by reason of these 
duties, be sold to the consumer in 
America at 85 cents more. 


What It Means. 

“It means purchasers of women‘s 
dress goods which cost in the foreign 
market 80 cents per pound will pay 
in America $1.65 per pound which 
would include the duty paid on thfs 
material. On an average of four 
yards to the pound this would mean 
that women’s dress good bought in 
America and made abroad would be 
advanced 41 cents per yard.”

TAXES AND THE BALLOT., 

Under the constitutional laws of 
Georgia no citizen whom the rec- 
ords show to be delinquent in. the 
payment of. either property or poll 
taxes is entitled to vote in public 
elections. 

Senator E. M. Thorpe, of Town- 
send, Ga., has introduced in the 
state senate a Dill proposing to 
amend that restriction in such a 
way as to make it apply only to 
citizens, otherwise qualified to vote, 
failing or neglecting to pay their 
poll taxes, thus removing the ban 
that now, exists by reason of non- 
payment of taxes on property. 

It is a meritorious bill, strictly 
mm keeping with the spirit and the 
cardinal principles of democracy, 
and it ought to be enacted into law. 

Thousands upon thousands of 
good citizens, most of them farm- 
ers and laboring men—many of 
‘hem, perhaps, having lived in 
Georgia from birth and who expect 
to end their days here—will be 
legally disqualified to vote in the 
elections this fall by reason of their 
having failed to pay their taxes, 
wholly or in part. | ' 

Columns and’ pages of weekly 
newspapers in all parts of Georgia 
are filled each week with legal ad- 
vertisements of property to be sold 
by sheriffs or town marshals be- 
cause the owners are in arrears on 
the books of the tax collector. 

Of course, this condition, 
largely to the unusual business de- 
pression of the last few years, is 
more or less general in all parts 
of the country. 

But in Georgia if a strugeli 
farmer, by reason of a crop failure 
or low prices, is unable to pay his 
taxes we do not let him vote, or if 
a wage-earner loses his job or is 
otherwise hit by adversity, and is 
not able to pay his taxes prior to 
the final registration day, the state 
considers him unworthy the demo- 
cratic privilege of exercising 4a 
voice in his government and denies 
him access to the polls! 

it is wrong for honest, hard- 
working, patriotic citizens to be 
legally relegated to the citizenship 
status of aliens, imbeciles; disfran- 
chised criminals and “Indians not 
taxed,” for no.-other cause than 
their lack of the money necessary 
to pay their taxes in full on or be- 
fore a given date! 7 

The financial plight of tax-delin- 
quent citizens might be due to 
political and governmental condi- 
tions which their votes would help 
to remedy; and yet, by reason of 
their poverty, they are powerless 
to help themselves to the extent of 
yoting for men or measures holding 
out hopes of relief. 

All property considerations in 
any form should be removed from 
the ballot-box in Georgia. 

A man without taxable property 
may, nevertheless, be a good citi- 
gen, possessing the highest ideals 
cf citizenship, capable of voting in- 
velligently and in the best interests 
of ‘his state and community; or, 
baying property, he may be unable 
to meet his tax payments promptly 
when due, and still be as good a 
citizen at heart and ag deserving 
cf the full rights of an elector as 
he would be were he a millionaire. 

No citizen should be permitted to 
exercise the franchise if he has neg- 
lected, failed or refused to pay his 
poll tax—a nominal tax, an earnest 
of good faith as a citizen and of 
loyalty to the government—but be- 
yond that all pecuniary considera- 
tions at the ballot-box are at va- 
riance with the fundamental prin- 
ciples of government “of the people, 
for the people and by the people.”

cause it is a superior article. Illus- 
trating butter conditions and possi- 
bilities, The Enquirer-Sun says re- 
garding the Columbus creamery: 


“We have a creamery right 
here in Columbus that could be 
made ten or twenty or fifty 
times as big as it is—employ 
just that many more people and 
keep just that much more money 
at home—if even half, or a 
fourth, of the people of Colum- 
bus and vicinity didn’t send so 
far away from home for their 
butter; to Ohio, or Illinois, or 
Wisconsin, or Tennessee. 

“As we've told you once be- 
fore, the Columbus creamery is 
able to take and pay for 900 gal. 
lons of cream per day, at $1 per 
gallon—or $900 a day. And that’s 
$5,400 a week, or about $22,000 a 
month. That is, of course, if the 
creamery runs to capacity; 
which it ean only do if the 
farmers bring in the cream— 
and the people buy its butter. 

“And this means that they 
would have to buy only 3,000 
pounds of butter a day—for that 
is the present capacity of the 
Columbus creamery — although, 
we should think, this city and 
immediate vicinity would con- 
sume much more than that.” 
What is true of Columbus, is 

applicable to creameries and dairy 
products, in every other section of 
the state. There are a few cream- 
eries in Georgia now, which get a 
premium of about ten cents a pound 
over the market price, because their 
patrons know what a splendid qual. 
ity of butter they produce, and are 
willing and eager to pay for it. 

Pure butter is 85 per cent fat, and 
is the purest as well as the most 
easily digestible form in which a 
fatty food may be takgn. One pound 
of pure butter, as the dietitian will 
tell you, centains, in food value, 
3,450 calories, while a pound of 
Steak, costing almost as much, con- 
tains only 840 calories. There is 
more food value in a pound of but- 
ter than in four pounds of steak— 
enough food value, in fact, to sup- 
ply the daily requirement of a 
healthy, hard-working laborer. Of 
course, a diversified diet is essen- 
tial; no one can eat all butter, or, 
for that matter, all fat of any kind. 
But the average Georgian could eat 
more butter, with perfectly good 
dietetic results. 

Further urging increased con- 
sumption of the home-made article, 
The Enquirer-Sun continues: 

“Just think what it would 
mean if everybody would pitch 
in and help to develop the 
creamery industry in Georgia; 
which they can do easily enough 
by buying Georgia-made butter. 
Look, for instance, at the 
growth of this industry in Ten- 
nessee, a southern state that 
has literally made millions out 
of its creameries. In Nashville 
alone there are three cream- 
eries, which turn out 4,000,000 
pounds of butter a year. These 
creameries have 300 cream sta- 
tions scattered throughout the 
State, where cream is bought 
and paid for and shipped to the 
creameries. There are in Ten- 
nessee today 28 other cream- 
eries, with a total output of 
10,000,000 pounds, or an annual 
income of $5,000,000.” 

Here is a boll weevil remedy that 
will function efficiently. A state 
that produces little cotton is point- 
ing us the way. 

But Georgians must support their 
creamery industry if it is to get 
anywhere. Whether or not they in. 
crease their individual consumption 
of butter, they can at lest demand 
the Georgia product with the know]. 
edge that they are getting the best 
there is to be had. 

Cold storage will keep Georgia 
butter for Georgians the year 
round. It will also mean more sub. 
stantial profits for the producer. 
The Constitution recently pointed 
out that millions of pounds of but- 
ter are now going into cold storage 
in the north and east at around 39 
cents a pound. Next winter the 
eager consumer will be paying 70 
to 80 cents for it. 

Here are interesting development 
possibilities for the Georgia cream- 
ery inditry, let us repeat; while 
the consumer may always be as- 
sured of the best obtainable article 
at the most reasonable market 
price. 
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About the only way to keep a law 
from being unconstitutional is to 
attach a rider levying a tax.

The bill by Senator Ellis to estab- 
lish in south Georgia, in the coastal 
plains reglvs, en agricultural college, 
where practical farming, and the al- 
lied producing interests, can be stu- 
died under soil and climatic conditions 
peculiar to that section is a good one, 
and should pass. 

The North Georgia Agricultura] ¢ol- 
lege at Dahlonega was established in 
1874 and provision was also made by 
the legislature at that time for the 
creation of-a South Georgia Agricul- 
tural college, but for some reason the 
latter was never established. The bill 
establishing it was subsequently re. 
pealed. The bill of Senator. Ellis is 
intended to give south Georgia the 
college the fathers recognized that 
she needed then, and which she needs 
more than ever now in order to prop- 


erly develop her agricultural resources. 
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Georgia is divided by nature into 
three gredt soil and climatic regions, 
the mountain region, the Piedmont, 
and the coastal plains. 

The mountain and the Piedmont re- 
gions both have red clay soils, but the 
climatic conditions differ materially. 

The prevailing types of soil in the 
coastal plains are sandy loams with a 
yellow clay sub-soil, and the climate 
is semi-tropical. 

The soil and climatic conditions in 
the coastal plain region are as differ- 
ent from those of the mountain and 
Piedmont regions as if the coastal plain 
region were on a different continent. 
These differences in soil and climate 
| require the growth of different kinds 
of crops from those grown in the 
mountain and Piedmont regions; and 
where -the same kinds of crops are 
grown, the varieties are different, and 
the methods of cultivation and fertili- 
zation are necessarily different. 

One of the chief crops of the moun- 
tain region is apples. Were there a 
south Georgia agricultural college ap- 
ple culture could: not properly be stu- 
died, because apples cannot be suc- 
cessfully grown in the coastal plains. 

The growth of watermelons, canta- 
loupes, sugar cane, tobacco, rice, pea- 
nuts, corn, wheat, and pasture grasses 
and clover, and other fruits and vege- 
tables grown in south Georgia, whose 
crops are sold for many million dol- 
lars annually, can by more intelli- 
genty studied at a college in that re- 
gion at the North Georgia Agricultura] 
college at Dahlonega,’or even at the 
State College of Agriculture at Ath- 
ens. Many of these ¢rops are not 
grown in the mountain and Piedmont 
regions of Georgia. When grown, the 
varieties are different and the meth- 
ods of fertilization and cultivation are 
altogether different. 

The warmer climate ard sandy soils 
of the coastal plains also make the 
problem of fighting insect pests and 
plant disease a much more serious 
problem than it is in the mountain 
and Piedmont regions, where cald 
weather is a great aid in controlling 
plant diseases and harmful insects, 

Many diseases most destructive to 
crops grown in the sandy soi] and 
in the warmer climate of south Geor- 
gia do not exist at Dahlonega or 
Athens. 

The study of these many problems 
under the soil and climatic conditions 
existing in the coastal plains of Geor- 
gia make a south Georgia agricu!‘::"*! 
college necessary to the proper uz- 
ricultural development of that great 


section of Geergia.

The coastal plain region of Geor- 
gia embraces three-fifths of the area 
of the state. Practically the whole 
of it is adapted to agriculture. The 
proportion certainly is mofe_ than 
three-fifths of the area of the state 
adapted to agriculture. 

The mountain and Piedmont regions 
of Georgia are rich in mineral wealth, 
and no similar area in the United 
States has larger potential water 


powers capable of development than 
is possessed by these two regions. 


Their agricultural resources are also 
great. The coastal plan region has 
but few streams capable of develop- 
ing water power, and has practically 
no minerals, so that agriculture may 
be said to be the sole industry of 
south Georgia. 

The North Georgia Agricultural 
college, at Dahlonega, and the State 
College of Agriculture, at, Athens, 
furnish full and adequate educational 
facilities needed for the agricultural 
development of the mountain and Pied- 
mont regions of the state, while .the 
Georgia School of Technology, recog- 
nized by the United States govern- 
ment as the second best school of 
the kind in the United States, is 
training young men capable of meet- 
ing all the demands necessary in the 
vast possibilities for the develop- 
ment of the mineral, water power and 
industrial resources of the state which 
are destined to become the _ richest 
industrial * section of the United 
States—the veritable “workshop of 
America.” The only industry south 
Georgia has is agriculture, yet no 
provision has been made by the state 
for a college to train men needed for 
the proper development of the agri- 
cultural resources of south Georgia. 

The Ellis bill is intended only to 
supply this long neglected need. 

Had the south Georgia Agricul- 
tural college been established in 
1888 the many boys and girls who 
would have been educated: in this 
school would have made the agricul- 
tural development of south Georgia 
far surpass what has been done with- 
out such uid, and Georgia should not 
hesitate longer to do for this section 
of the state what she has long since 
provided for the other two sections. 
Hampered as she has been by lack 
of educational facilities for the prop- 
er development of agriculture, prac- 
tically her sole industry, south Geor- 
gia has developed her agriculture and 
the other industries based thereon, 
to such an extent that south Geor- 
gia now pays practically half of the 
taxes of the state. 

The richness of her soil and her 
benign climatic conditions make the 
possibilities of the agricultural de- 
velopment of south Georgia far be- 
yond the fondest dreams of the most 
sanguine. 

South Georgia with proper scien- 
tific educational advantages in agri- 
cultural lines will soon become the 
garden spot of southeast America. 

Each Georgia section can and will 
thus develop along the lines nature 
has provided, and each be the com- 
plement of the other and each in 
supplying the other’s needs will best 
serve its own interest and grow rich- 


er through service each to the other, 
a. ee a 


“Georgia must in justice give to 
each great section,” says Senator El- 
lis, “the educational and _ scientific 
help that each requires for working 
out the great plan which the God 
of nature has designed by giving to 
each section these great natural re- 
sources, or its proper destiny cannot 
be fulfilled. 

“If either suffers for lack of prop- 
er development of its great natural] 
resources, the other will correspond- 
ingly suffer, while if the great moth- 
er state of Georgia deals equally 
well with her children of north 
Georgia and of south Georgia she 
will of a truth be able to hold justly 
to the proud title of ‘The Empire 
State of the South.’ : 

“This South Georgia Agricultural 
college is necessary to bring about 
the desired progress of development, 
not only for south Georgia but for 
the whole state, and Georgia surely 
will not fail in granting such plainly 
needed aid to this section of our 
great state.”

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Prevention and Cure 
Of lvy Poisoning 


Poisoning from poison ivy and poi- 
son sumac is usually caused by touch- 
ing or brushing against the plants or 
by handling clothing or other articles 
that have been in contact’ with 
them. Even after jong drying, all parts 
of the plants contain the poison, a 


tion is extensive or severe, a physi- 
cian should be consulted, 


For the inflammation, simple reme- 
dies, such as local applications of solu- 
tions of cooking soda or Epsom salts, 
vne or two heaping teaspoons to a 
cup of water, are generally as helpful 
as any. Fluid extract of grindelia, 
diluted with 4 to 8 parts of water, is 
often used. Solutions of this kind may 
be applied with light bandages or 
clean cloths, which should be kept

Can Be Removed by Washing 

After exposure to poison ivy, the 
poison is at first on the surface of 
the skin and can be removed by thor- 
ough washing and rinsing repeated 
several times. Careless washing, how- 
ever, nay serve to spread-the poison. 
Ordinary kitchen or laundry soap that 
contains much alkali is best for the 
surpose and hot water should be used. 

e soap should be ,used freely, so as 
to produce a heavy lather on the ex- 
posed surfaces, then rinsed off com- 
pletely, the operation being repeated 
not less than three or four times. *Run- 
ning water is preferable, or, if a basin 
is used, the water should be changed 
frequently. The hands, éspecially the 
finger nails, should receive particular 
attention, in order to remove traces of 
the poison that they may harbor and 
transfer to other parts of the body. 
Hard scrubbing with a stiff brush is 
not advised, as it may serve to rub 
in the poison and’ stir up infection, 
but there is no objection to wash-rags, 
provided several are used and each dis- 
carded in turn, 

Cases Are Usually Mild 

Mild cases of ivy poisoning gen- 
erally subside within a few days and 
do not cause alarm, but fatal cases

HOW TO HEAR. 

- Whenever a child has any ear 
| trouble or dullness of hearing, the par- 
'ents should see to it that a physician 
carefully examines the child’s nose and 
| throat, for in the great majority of 
; cases of impaired hearing in childhood 
the cause is found in the hose or 
throat, something in the nature of 
adenoid thickening or enlarged tonsils 
er chronic inflammation of the lining 
of the nose chambers or an unsuspect- 
ed foreign body lodged in the nose 
chambers. The child with a running 
ear almost invariably has some such 
trouble in the nose or throat and suc- 
cessful treatment, of the ear trouble de- 
pends upon correction of the underly- 
ing nose or throat condition. For in- 
stance, the now popularized notion 
that a child who has adenoids neces- 
sarily has a stupid expression and is 
“backward” in schoo] scarcely holds 
true for the majority of cases of ade- 
noid enlargement, for, as a rule, ade- 
noid enlargement does not produce 
such characteristic effects: . Perhaps 
slight deafness or frequent earaches or 
a running ear is more frequently sig- 
nificant of adenoid enlargement. The 
ear must be eonsidered.a mere branch 
or part of the breathing tract. 

The ear cavity (the middle ear, the 
space inside the ear drum where the 
famous little hammer, anvil and stir- 
rup are housed) is kept supplied with 
air from the nose and throat cavity by 
way of the eustachian tube. For per- 
fect hearing it is essential that the air 
pressure outside and inside of the ear 
(rum be the same. If the eustachian 
tube becomes partly or totally ob- 
structed, temporarily or permanently, 
then the vibration of the drum mem- 
brane and the Jittle hammer, anyil and 
stirrup is interfered with, since the air 
in the ear cavity is being constantly 
ubsorbed by the lining of the cavity 
and the supply of fresh air is cut off 
by obstruction of the tube. The lower- 
ed pressure with the ear favors conges- 
tion of theslining of the ear, and draw- 
ing inward of the eardrum. These ef- 
fects of obstruction of the air supply 
of the ear account for the deafness 
which so commonly accompanies a se- 
vere coryza, some cases of enlarged 
tonsils, and most cases of adenoid en- 
largement. If the obstruction is not 
relieved, the condition may go on to a 
chronic low grade inflammation of the 
middle ear, which the old time doctors 
termed “‘catarrh,” and this is a com- 
mon explanation of so called “ca- 
tarrhal deafness” in adults—neglect of 
proper treatment of the underlying 
nose or throat trouble in childhood. 

Almost all acute earaches in chil- 
dren are inflammation of the lining of 
the eustachian tube and the midde ear. 
This inflammation is almost _invari- 
ably secondary to inflammation in the 
nasal lining or the throat. If the in- 
flammation is of moderate severity the 
eitrache generally subsides in a few 
hourse and no very serious after-ef- 
fects are noticed. If the inflamma- 
tion 1s severe it goes on to suppuration 
(a “gathering’) and then the ear 
drum breaks and the ear runs for sev- 
eral days. Whatever the severity of 
the inflammation it is dangerous al- 
ways. The child should be kept quiet- 
ly in bed. Nothing except glycerin as 
warm as bearable should be dropped 
in the ear. An infant should receive 
a hot bath. An older child should 
have a hot mustard foot bath in bed. 
Usually a saline cathartic is advisable 
—for a child half a bottle of solution 
of magnesium citrate. Any earache

Should Money be Distinfected? 

Should money and jewelry be disin- 
fected after it has been used by a per- 
son whe has tuberculosis? If so, in 
what manner?—M. H. 

Answer—It is unnecessary. No evi- 
dence that coin or paper, money or 
jewelry carries any disease. If any 
such risk were involved, cleaning of 
the coins and jewelry with soap and 
water would suffice, or laundering of 
the paper money. Asa practical rule, 
paper money, cards, newspapers, maga- 
zines and books, if not too grossly 
soiled, may be safely passed from the 
hands of persons ill of infections dis- 
eases to well persons. One need never 
hesitate to reeeive money—of course 
one never does. But one need never 
hesitate to borrow books from a pub- 
lic library, for instance. Nor need one 
be concerned whether the library peo- 
ple have fumigated or attempted to dis- 
infect books which have been used by 
persons il] of infectious disease.

Used to extended periods of idleness 
even in normal times, when lack of 
summer sales causes many mines to 
shut down, the coal miners accept 
the extended strike vacation philo- 
sophically. 

The strike has not interfered with 
the friendly relations between the 
miners and the operators, and those 
men who live in the company houses 
continue to occupy them in peace, 
paying nominal! rent. 

Nearly every miner has his garden 
plot, chickens, a pig or two and a 
cow. Most miners are fishermen, fish 
supplementing the diet at frequent 
intervals. 

When the strike started April 1, 
miners in this district had laid away 
considerable savings in preparation 
for a long drawn-out struggle. Mer- 
chants and bankers say the more 
canny coal diggers are using their 
credit at the stores wherever possible, 
and keeping the money in the bank. 

Many of the idle men have fonnd 
employment. Some, who own their 
own homes, are making repairs on 
their property. 

Others—and these are by no means 
infrequent—can be found in comfort- 
able chairs, their shoeless feet eleyated 
against a convenient rest, lazily pass- 
ing the day, moving just enough to 
keep out of the sun.

“Two can live as cheaply as one” 
is a proverb which everyone knows is 
not true, and which everyone, who 
needs its aid, quotes as a  justifier 
when he or she wants to take a cer- 
tain well-known course that needs 
justifying. 

Two can’t live as cheaply as one, 
but of course the basis of the idea 
is that the wife is going to add the 
value of her labor as a homemaker 
to the man’s wage, and that under 
these conditions the wage will buy 
more than it would before his mar- 
riage when he is paying others direct- 
_ ly or indirectly for service And that 
is perfectly true, although it is not 
’ true that it will buy twice as much. 


The Wife Contributes Service. 


If an unmarried man is paying $6 
a week somewhere for a room he can 
- doubtless get an apartment for $30 in 
which he can have as good a room 
sides the use of dining and living 
rooms. Add something for heat and 
light and you have a figure not as 
small as the $26 per month he would 
pay for his room but not as large a 
double that. 
of the apartment makes up that dif- 
ference in cost. 


Likewise if he has been ~ paying 
board he has been paying for the cost 
of cooking the food as well as for the 
raw materials. And presumably his 
wife supplies that labor and manages 
to get enough for two out of a slight- 
ly larger sum than he paid for one.

| . Not Pure Gain. 
| Mind you, | am not saying that I do 
not think there are circumstances un- 
| der which women are happier at work 
‘other than housework. What I am 
saying is that the woman who goes 
out of the home must not deceive her- 
self into thinking that she can count 
all her salary as pure gain. Of course 
there are women who manage in their 
spare time at night and morning to 
do a good deal of housework. But 
either their employers or their health 
will suffer in that case.

Governor Hardwick made public 
Friday a letter which he has received 
from Fred Telford, of Griffenhagen 
and associates, of Chicago, one of the 


economy experts employed by the gov- 
ernor to investigate Georgia state de- 
partments, and also a letter from 
State Senator Neil Christensen, of 
South Carolina, chairman of the joint 
legislative committee on consolidation 
and economy under whose direction 
work of Telford and other efficiency 
experts was done in South Carolina. 

The communication from Telford 
was in reply to criticisms of his work 
by statehouse officers of that state 
and by J. J. Brown, Georgia commis- 
sioner of agriculture, whose depart- 
ment was declared by Telford and 
Hugh J. Reber, another representative 
of the Griffenhagen Company, to be 
operating extravagantly. 

Telford declared in his letter to 
the governor that South Carolina 
statehouse officers who had written to 
Commissioner Brown had shown a 
“surprising disregard of facts for of- 
ficers supposed to be responsible for 
what they say.” 

Senator Christensen stated that the 
South Carolina house adopted the en- 
tire program submitted by his commit- 
tee and that the senate adopted five 
of the seven features of the program. 
The net reduction of appropréations. 
he said, was about $750,000; the tax 
rate was reduced from 12 to 5 mills, 
and “the result was a reduction that 
broke all records.”

Green try Jam—To each 
twelve pounds of fruit allow Dine 
pounds of loaf sugar. Wash, top and 
tail the gooseberries and put them into 
the pan. Stand the pan on the stove, 
but not directly over the fire, until the 
skins have burst and pulp is forming. 
Constant stirring is necessary to pre- 
vent burning. The fruit must il 
until the skins are transparent and the 
pulp looks thick. Add the sugar, 
gradually stirring well from the bot- 
tom of the pan. The mixture must 
now boil rapidly for twenty to twen- 
ty-five minutes, when it can be tested 
by putting one teaspoonful on to 4 
‘cold saucer. If sufficiently cooked a 
crinkly film will form as the jam 
cools, and when quite cold the result 
will be stiff, semi-clear and jellified. 

Next on the jam fruit list come 
strawberries. There are several ways 
of making strawberry jam, and a mix- 
ture of strawberries and green goose- 
berries (three pounds of gooseberries 
to a pound and a half of strawberries 
and three pounds of loaf sugar) makes 
a splendid jam for cooking purposes.

War economy taught us that three- 
quarters of a pound of sugar to one 
pound of fruit makes jam that keeps 
and tastes as well as the old-fashioned 
method of using ‘‘a pound to a pound,’ 
though, of course, the amount of jam 
is slightly decreased. 

The preserving pan and long wooden 
spoon for stirring must be scrupulous- 
ly clean, and the jars well washed, 
dried and heated. 

It is quite a mistake to suppose that 
all jams are made in the same way, 
though the main principle of boiling 
fruit and sugar together until a thick 
sweet mixture results is the same in 
all cases. 

Some fruits must be reduced to a 
pulp before the sugar is added. “Soft” 
fruits need longer preliminary boiling 
than “hard” fruits. Take gooseber- 
ries as an example of the former and 
plums of the latter, and you will real- 
ize the difference, and understand that 
as gooseberries contain much more 
juice than plums it is necessary to 
boil them longer to reduce the juice, 

Unripe gooseberries make better jam 
than ripe ones, thongh curiously

A great many housewives buy cook- 
ing utensils with every thought in 
mind about the article but the most ob- 
vious: Will it be easily cleaned? Yet 
a little care exercised in advance will 
save you, oh, so many tired hours do- 
ing that household drudgery task— 
cleaning pots. When you buy a pot 
be sure that it is made of one piece 
of metal with rounded sides, not with 
seams and corners. Do not buy a 
utensils that has a rolled rim with a 
rough edge underneath, as you may be 
sure this will catch liquids and other 
foods. 

Buy a pot in which the joining of 
utensil and handle does not offer 
grooves or tunnels as gathering places 
for particles of grease, dust and soap. 
Remember this: It is much more im- 
portant to buy a cooking utensil with a 
‘smooth, polished inside than one with 
a smooth outside as your difficulty 
in ‘cleaning will be chiefly on the in- 
side, 

The opening of any kitchen article 
should be wide enough to permit easy 
access to every part of the utensil. 
For instance, compare the old-fash- 
ioned tea kettles with the modern kind, 
made of smooth, non-absorbent mate- 
rial that has a large enough opening 
at the top to permit the housekeeper 
to put her whole hand in it. Unless 
you can put your whole hand in a 
cooking utensil that will contain food, 
it is going to be hard to clean. 


You may not think that much con- 
sideration is needed in buying clothes- 
lines—but Monday’s talk will help you 
to know better.

The expulsion of Mr. Irwin from 
the ministry came as the climax to 
episodes growing out of a bitte con- 
troversy in the Lawton church. 

The convicted minister gave notice 
to the trial commission of an appeal 
to the synod of Oklahoma, the next 
higher body in the church. The synod 
is scheduled to meet in October. 
Bathing Suit Wedding. 

Mr. Irwin was found guilty of con- 
duct unbecoming a minister in per- 
forming a marriage ceremony last sum- 
mer at Medicine park, a resort near 
here, in which the principals, includ- 
ing the minister, wore bathing suita, 
It was alleged the wedding was con- 
ducted in a spirit of revelry, bringing 
disrepute upon the church. 

He was convicted of having sworn 
to a false affidavit to obtain a district 
court injunction restraining interfer- 
ence with his conduct of the affairs 
of the Lawton church.

IN COTTON SURVEY 


In 18 Southwest Georgia | 


Counties Cotton Produc- 
tion Increased, Says Ro- 


tary Report.

ln Mr. Champion's Survey. which 
covered eighteen of the more impor- 
tant agricuitural counties in this part 
of the state, he obtained information 
from thoroughly reliable sources. 

‘hat there will be a substantial gain 
in the eighteen counties in cotton pro- 
duction is clearly shown. Not a sin- 
gle county fails to show an increase 
over 1021, and the crop is now sv 
nearly made that only the must un- 
favorable weather would materially 
change thgefigures. Weather during 
the last two weeks has been highly 
favorable to cotton. Below are the fiz- 
ures showing last year’s cotton prv- 
duction and the estimates for 1922:

The recapitulation of the figures 
shows that while the 1921 crop 
brought $100 pe~ bale ($85 for lint 
and $15 for seed), the 113,.000-bale 
crop bringing $11,300,000, the 1922 
crop of 148,000 bales will bring, at 
prices for which it can now be sold, 
$118 per bale for lint and seed, or a 
total of $17,500,000. 

This is an increase of $6,200,000 in 
the eighteen counties. Mr. Champion 
learned that in practically every part 
of every egunty the outlook is such 
that farmers expect their tenants to 

“nay out” in full. which means not 
only meeting their 1922 obligations 
but clearing up what they were un- 
able to discharge last year. 
Corn Crop Not Good. 

The corn crop is rather disappoint- 
ing according to the report. In a few 
localities, but not in all of any one 
county, the condition of corn is re- 
ported good, though Mr. Champion be 
iieves from the information he gathers 
that the average farmer will not make 
sufficient corn to run him beyond the 
first of the year. 

However, the indications point to an 
unusually fine hay crop, though this 
is not yet made. It is less affected 
by dry weather than gny of the others, 
however, and there 6 every reason to 
believe a bumper hay crop will be cut 
and cured. 

Peanuts are in fine condition in 
every one of the eighteen counties cov- 
ered by the survey. However, the 
acreage given to peanuts this year is 
small, the result of disappointing 
prices in 1921. In Calhoun, Early. 
Randolph and Terrell, however, a good 
many peanuts were plagted, and it 
hids fair to be a good money crop. 
Present market quotations on peanuts 
at southwest Georgia points are $95 
a ton, which is a 100 per cent advance 
over quotations of the early spring. 

The survey shows an indicated yield 
of not more than a third of last year’s 
pecan crop. Sweet potatoes will turn 
out unusually well, and the condition 
of sugar cane is fair. 

More Hogs. 

While Mr. Champion did not attempt 
to get figures on bog production, other 
reliable information indicated that the 
increase this year over last is fully 2h 
per cent. It is expected to he 
the largest and also the most valu- 
| able hog crop ever raised in this sec- 
tion, and farmers are producing hogs 
at a lower cost than in several years. 

On the whole the agricultural out- 
look in this section is decidedly bright, 
information from various sources bhe- 
ing in confirmation of that which Mr. 
Champion has gathered.

‘This question, put by Paul to bick- 
ering men and women in Corinth 19 


centuries ago comes to us today. For 
many live as though the body of 
Jesus could be broken into a million 
bits, with each bit warring against 
the other. 

There«is the church; it is divi- 


Then here is the home with the 
quarreling family; the city split into 
factions; the country divided into 
contending classes; the world parcel- 
ed between suspicious nations, ready 
to fall to killmg, if their interests 
should clash, 

Every Christian is a part of the 
body of Christ regardless of creed, 
family group, or nation. 

Where then ig Christ in the divided 
church? In the broken family? In 
the faction-torn city? In the clash 
between capital and labor? In the 
warring nations of the warld?> 


One Perfect Union. 


Paul writes of the plan of Christ: 
“His design was to unite the two 
sections of humanity in Himself se 
us to form one new man.” 

And Paul pleads: 

+ “Put on love, which is the perfect 
bond of union; and let the peace 
which Christ gives settle all question- 
ings in your heart, to which peace in- 
deed you were called as belonging to 
His one body.” 

Then Jesus says: 

“I am the Vine, you are the 
branches. He who continues in me 
and in whom I continue bears abun- 
dant fruit—” 

And for His followers Hé prays: 

“Holy Father, keep them true to 
Thy name—the name which Thou 
hast given me to bear—that they may 
be one, even as we are— 

“Nor is it for them alone that I 
pray. It is also for those who trust 
in me through their teachings; that 
they may all be one, even as Thou 
art in me, O Father, and I am in 
Thee; that they also may be in us; 
that the world may believe that Thou 
didst send me.” 

Surely “the Vine” and this prayer 
did not produce the divided church, 
the broken family, the faction-split 
city, clashing capital and labor, the 
wars between the nations. 

Can “the branches” of “the Vine” 
war with one another? If we belong 
“to His one body” and claim a share 
in this, our Savicur’s prayer for 
unity, how. can there be strife and 
contention between us? If Christ is 
in us, can we fight with others in 
whom Christ’ also lives? 

Strikes and Christ. 

In the coal strike—are there fo- 
lowers of Christ among the striking 
miners? Are there Christians among 
the mine owners? Yes. Then whefe 
is Christ between them? 

The pinched faces of starving little 
children among the striking miners 
—the dead bodies of the strike-break- 
ers, killed in Illinois by enraged strik- 
ers, wild with the fear of the loss 
of food. clothes and shelter for wives 
and babies—the owners of America’s 
mines, business men, eooly sizing up 
the unemployment: situation and 
breaking their contract to confer with 
the men over a new wage-seale, de- 
termined at this time to smash the 
union of miners—all of these are 
plainly seen. 

But could any of these be “the 
abundant fruit” which Christ prom- 
ises “the branches” of “the Vine” shall 
bear? 

. But you may see both Christ 
and the promised fruit of “the Vine’’ 
fm the Quakers, who daily are car- 


rying food tg feed the starving chil- 
dren of the Ininers. 

From, them, turn to the railroad 
strike. Wages of railroad workers 
have been cut until a haif million 
men would receive less than the mini- 
mum wage claimed by the laborers 
to be necessary for a bare subsis- 
tence. The owners claim, the old 
wage has been too high. And many 
sty that now is the time to have a 
“show down” with labor. The strike

Wlien Winter Comes. 


Men may dispute about a living 
wage. , But the results of no wages 
at all upon hundreds of thousands 
of homes, where the wives and little 
children of the striking workers wait, 
and suffer, are not open to ques- 
tion. And the inevitable horrors of 
the coming winter, with a shortage 
of coal and the ghoulish profiteer tak- 
ing advantage of the situation to run 
up the price of fuel, as the fruit of 
these strikes, if they continue, can be 
clearly foreseen. 

But can we imagine our Saviour 
divided, tearing His own body to 


| fragments in the suffering men, wom- 


en and children, between the striking 
workmen and the owners? 

And when Christian nations war 
with one another, where then is the 
Christ? Is He divided in the differ- 
ent parts of His body, the Christian 
soldiers in the fighting armies, blow- 
ing one another to bits with great 
and little guns, torturing each other 
with hellish gases, and spreading fam- 
ine, disease, and disaster in which 
not only men, but millions of mothers 
and babies go down to miserable 
death? 

Is this the wisdom of which Paul 
wrote, when he said: 

“You—and its all God’s doing— 
are in Christ Jesus: He has become 
for us a wisdom which is from God?” 

Question for You. 


; Listen to James, the practical, say- 
ing: 2 
“If in your hearts you have bitter 
feelings of envy and rivalry, do not 
speak boastfully and falsely, in de- 
fiance of the truth. That ig not 
the wisdom which comes down from 
above; it belongs to eatth, and to 
evil spirits. For where envy aud 
rivalry are, there also are unrest and 
every vile deed. The wisdom from 
above is first of all pure, then peace- 
ful, courteous, not self-willed, full of 
compassion and kind actions, free 
from favoritism and from all insin- 
cerity. 

“And peace, for those .who strive 
for peace, is the seed of which the 
harvest is righteousness.” 

Then James asks: . 

“What causes wars and contentions 
among you? Is it not the cravings 
which are ever at war within you for 
various pleasures? You covet things 
and yet cannot get thems you com- 
mit murder; you have passionate de 
sires and yet cannot gain your end; 
you begin to fight and make war.” 
Tomorrow, in the chruches of Amer- 
ica, prayers for an end of war will 
go up to our Father in Heaven.’ Has 
He not shown how we may get ap 
answer to our prayer? 

If all, who eall themselves Chris- 
tian, throughout the world, in their 
churches, homes, cities, and places 
of “work, business and government, 
would really live their lives as parts 
of the living body of Christ, dissen- 
sion, strife and war would quickly 
end; and we should see what He 
foretold, when He said: 

“As e lightning cometh out of 
the east and shineth even unto the 
west; so shall also the coming of 
the Son of Man be.” 

Why not begin doing this in your 
home?

Blood Will Tell.

When Gerferal Hancock opened his 
campaign in the Indian spring of 1867 
he was waited on at the outset by 
some Cheyenne chiefs and asked to 
hold a council. Among other mat- 
ters brought up for readjustmen was 
one of two Indian children, supposed 
to be survivors of the Chivington 
massacre at Sand Creek, Colorado. 
Taken as waifs by the government, 
they were placed in homes and edn- 
acted. Beeause of their extreme youth 
it seemed an easy task to eradicate 
the “Injun.” and bring them up in the 
white man’s road. 

One of the two, a boy, was taken 
east. The other, a girl, was placed 
with a family near Denver. They 
were dressed and educated aecording 
to civilized standards. Then their peo- 
ple demanded that they be returned. 
The government had promised by 
treaty to return such, and the boy 
and girl. eight or nine years of age, 
were ordered back to their people. 

To all outward appearances, includ- 
ing habits and mannerisms, the two 
were like any white children. When 
delivered to their people they showed 
no desire to quit the white man’s 
road. Inside of a year’s residence 
with the Indians, the two lost their 
veneer, had forgotten, or at least 
claimed to have forgotten, all know!l- 
edge of the English language, and 
were quick to avoid contact with the 
whites. The blood of the wild claimed
